Swim  Blues  favoured  to  regain  OWIAA  title

Karin  Hclmstaedt  won  5 gold  med¬ 
als  for  the  Blues  at  the  1986  OWIAA 
Finals  and  is  competing  again  this  sea¬ 
son.  A  second-year  PH E student  From 
Kingston,  she  was  a  member  oF  the 
Canadian  team  at  the  1 986 Common¬ 
wealth  Games  and  the  1986  World 
Championships 

The  Lady  Swim  Blues  have 
never  looked  so  strong.  Winners 
of  nine  of  the  past  ten  OWIAA 
Championships,  the  Blues  are 
facing  this  year's  competition 
with  confidence,  and  so  they 
should,  having  been  ranked  no.  1 
in  the  country  all  season. 

The  1987  OWIAA  Swimming 
and  Diving  Championships  will 
be  held  Friday  and  Saturday, 
Feb.  13-14,  in  the  Athletic 
Centre  50m  pool.  It  is  an  added 
bonus  that  the  meet  is  being 
hosted  here  —  the  Blues  have 
never  lost  a  championship  meet 
at  home. 

Toronto  will  enter  a  full 
team  of  18  swimmers  and  four 
divers  at  the  meet,  which  should 
have  about  180  competitors  from 
all  over  Ontario. 

Head  coach  Byron  MacDonald 
is  certain  that  victory  is  in  the 
forecast  for  the  Blues.  "I'm  very 
confident  that  we  will  win  this 
meet;  not  only  do  we  have  the 
experience  but  we  also  have 
phenomenal  depth.  This  is 
probably  the  strongest  women's 
team  Toronto  has  ever  had." 

Assistant  coach  Neil  Harvey 
stated ,  'It  will  be  doubly  sweet 
to  win  this  year  —  not  only  will 
it  be  at  home,  but  it  will  also 
avenge  last  year's  upset  loss  to 
Western." 

Co-captains  Deanne  Weber 
and  Kelly  Milne  are  among  Blues 
many  medal  candidates.  Milne, 
in  her  4th  year,  was  unable  to 
compete  at  last  year's  meet  due 
to  a  shoulder  injury,  but 
fortunately  has  made  a  strong 
comeback.  She  has  been  a 
consistent  medallist  in  the  400 
and  800  freestyle  in  previous

years.  Weber,  a  3rd-year 
student,  was  also  a  formidable 
force  in  the  distance  events  last 
year,  taking  gold  medals  in  the 
800  freestyle  and  4x200  relay, 
and  silvers  in  the  400  free  and 
400IM. 

Mary  Anne  Runge,  a  U.S. 
import,  is  returning  after  a 
successful  freshman  year.  In 
1988  she  won  a  silver  in  the  200 
fly,  bronze  in  the  200  and  400 
free,  and  swam  on  the  gold 
medal-winning  4x200  relay. 
Joan  Wright  was  also  a  member 
of  the  4x200  relay  and  added 
another  gold  on  the  4x100  relay. 

Diver  Shawn  Aarons  was  last 
year's  gold  medallist  in  both  the 
lm  and  3  m  springboard  events. 

Backing  up  this  coterie  of 
stars  is  probably  the  greatest 
rookie  class  ever  assembled  on 
any  campus  in  Canada. 

Marie-Therese  Arnsentaro, 
who  swam  for  her  native 
Switzerland  at  the  1986  World 
Championships  and  won  the 
bronze  medal  in  the  50  freestyle 
has  already  swum  the  fastest  59 
free  ever  in  Canada  (25.60)  and 


will  surely  dominate  the  sprint 
events. 

Kim  Smylie,  a  transfer  from 
London,  was  a  member  of  the 
1985  Universiade  team,  and 
swam  for  Canada  in  a  tri-meet 
against  the  USSR  and  Great 
Britain  last  summer.  Andrea 
Maechldr,  another  Swiss  recruit, 
holds  the  Swiss  National  records 
in  the  200IM  and  400IM.  Both 
women  are  taking  first-year 
Phys  Ed  and  are  solid  medal 
prospects. 

Andrea  Sehloegl,  one  of  the 
top  sprinters  in  Canada  was  a 
member  of  the  1983  Pan  Pacific 
team.  Her  roommate,  Leslie 
Carter  from  Oakville,  is  studying 
commerce  and  has  been  a 
finalist  at  CASA  Nationals  for 
the  past  three  years. 

Also  favoured  to  win  a  medal 
is  lst-year  Arts  student  Erin 
MeCume,  one  of  the  top  divers 
in  the  country. 

Jill  Greenlaw  and  Julie 
Hashsmolo  will  be  forces  to 
contend  with  in  the  distance 
freestyle  events;  both  are 
enrolled  in  first  year  Sciences. 


Rounding  off  the  team  and 
providing  even  more  depth  for 
the  Blues  will  be  Jocelyn  Muir, 
a  top  marathon  swimmer, 
rookies  Michelle  Van  Beusekom 
and  Karen  Gibson,  2nd-year 
meds  student  Anita  Martosh,  and 
vets  Marisha  RomaraovsSd  and 
Wilma  Pidhayny. 

Diving  coach  Skip  Phoenix 
says  the  divers  will  be  looking 
to  repeat  last  year's  1-2 
performance  with  the  duo  of 
Aarons  and  MeCune.  Also  diving 
for  the  Blues  will  be  Bahamas 
native  Lori  Roberts. 

"People  should  come  to  see 
this  meet  because  some  of  the 
finest  swimmers  in  the  world 
will  be  competing,"  says  a 
confident  coach  MacDonald. 

"Another  reason  I'm  feeling 
so  good  about  the  upcoming 
competition  is  that  we've  had 
very  good  training  levels 
achieved  in  workouts.  One  of  the 
best  examples  of  this  was  our 
Christmas  Training  Camp  in 
Trinidad.  The  athletes  trained 
twice  daily  in  addition  to  weight 
training  with  very  few  workouts 
off,  and  still  came  through  with 
some  amazing  practice  times." 

The  U  of  T  Swim  team  has 
a  unique  training  situation, 
which  is  probably  one  of  the 
secrets  of  their  success. 

"We've  experimented  with  a 
new  approach  in  training  and 
have  combined  the  men's  ap'd 
women's  practices,"  MacDonald 
explains.  Co-ed  workouts  have 
resulted  in  greater  team  unity 
and  an  increased  training  level 
for  the  women. 

"I  think  we've  learned  from 
Track  and  Field  that  you  must 
be  more  specialized  in  your 
coaching  approach.  You  can't 
train  a  person  for  a  5Q~second 
race  in  the  same  way  as  someone 
who  swims  a  4-minute  race."

The  three-point 
play  gives  the  Blues  the  lead. 
And  from  that  point  on  the 
outcome  of  the  game  is  never 
in  doubt. 

For  veteran  Blues  watchers, 
plays  like  that  are  not  unusual. 
They've  been  able  to  watch 
Burns,  a  student  of  the  School 
of  Physical  and  Health 
Education,  for  five  years  leading 
the  team  with  her  play  at  point 
guard,  her  tenacious  defense  and 
willingness  to  go  into  heavy 
traffic  for  a  rebound  or  clutch 
shot. 

"In  my  terms  of  what  a  guard 
should  be,  she  has  it  all,"  Blues 
head  coach  Michele  Belanger 
says.  "She's  not  selfish,  she  hits 
the  open  player.  She's  quick, 
controls  her  speed,  has  stamina, 
and  she  can  hit  the  open  shot

Fasten  your  seatbelts,  it's 
going  to  be  a  bumpy  night. 

No,  that's  net  Bette  Davis 
talking,  that's  the  forecast  for 
February  6  as  the  Laurentian 
Vees  bring  their  number-one 
ranked  basketball  team  to 
Varsity  Arena. 

"I  think  you  can  look  for  a 
close  game,"  predicts  Blues  head 
coach  Michele  Belanger.  "It  will 
be  a  very  competitive  game. 
Laurentian  is  going  to  corne  in 
and  initially  look  very  strong  and 
powerful.  But  in  the  long  run, 
we  hope,  they'll  run  down  and 
we'll  come  back  strong. 

"It  could  be  a  game  that  will 
come  down  to  the  last  shot.  At 
least  that's  what  we,  as  a 
coaching  staff,  hope  will 
happen." 

Over  the  past  few  years,  the 
Blues  and  Laurentian  have  built 
one  of  the  best  rivalries,  not  jast 
in  the  OWIAA  but  in  the  CIAU. 

"It's  two  good  strong 
programs  in  the  same  province," 


says  Vees  coach  Peter 
"Some  of  it  is  that  we  recruit  a 
let  of  the  same  girls,  but  mostly 
it's  just  two  good  programs 
always  playing  for  the  provincial 
and  sometimes  the  national 
title." 

Things  to  look  for 
specifically,  according  to 
Belanger,  are  for  Laurentian  to 
spring  their  star  Carol  Hamilton 
for  a  lot  of  good  three-point 
opportunities  and  for  some  tough 
inside  play  from  first-year 
forward  CharsteSle  St..  Martin,  a 
national  junior  team  member. 

"As  for  us,  look  for  outside 
shooting,  especially  if  Mary  Ann 
Kowal  gets  hot.  We're  going  to 
come  at  them  with  a  lot  of 
different  looks,"  Belanger  says, 
"becaase  we  have  to  beat  them. 
Last  year  it  was  the  other  way 
around." 

In  that  way  do  great  rivalries 
grow  and  flourish.  Everybody 
battened  down?  Then  let  the 
game  begin. 


and  she  can  hit  the  open  shot 
when  it's  there  for  her.  And 
she  not  only  controls  the  offense 
as  the  point  guard,  but  she  also 
controls  the  defense  by  getting 
the  team  to  play  defensively." 

Despite  her  importance  to 
the  team,  it  was  not  until  last 
, season  that  Burns  began  to  get 
recognition  for  her  vital  role  on 
the  Blues  —  selection  to  the 
OWIAA  All-star  team  and  then 
MVP  of  the  championship  game 
in  the  CIAU  national 
tournament. 

"If  there  was  any  one  player 
who  didn't  get  the  recognition, 
it  was  Theresa,"  Belanger  says. 
"I'm  sure  that  without  her  and 
her  knack  of  hitting  the  open 
player,  our  All  Canadians, 
Angela  Orton  and  Pat  Melville 
would  not  have  had  the  great 
success  that  they  did." 

This  year,  however,  there  is 
no  doubt  about  Burns' 
importance  to  the  Blues.  Sheer 
playing  time  alone  would 
indicate  that.  Burns  routinely 
plays  every  minute  of  many 
Blues  games. 

"We  can't  go  without  her," 
Belanger  says.  "Without  her 
there's  a  gap,  something's 
missing  when  she's  on  the  bench. 
And  I  think  the  fans  notice  that, 
too." 

Burns  is  characteristically 
modest  about  her  role  as  the 
Blues  court  leader.  "I  get  tired 
but  I  think  that  everyone  wants 
to  get  as  much  court  time  as 
they  can  and  so  I'm  not  going 
to  complain." 

Leadership  is  a  vital 


ingredient  for  the  Blues  this  year 
with  a  roster  of  only  ten  players, 
four  of  them  rookies.  "As  a 
point  guard,  leadership  has  been 
part  of  my  role,  something  I've 
been  supposedly  doing  ever  since 
I  came  here,"  Burns  says.  "So 
in  that  sense  my  role  as  a 
veteran  this  year  has  been  a 
routine  step." 

Still,  Burns  feels  that  being 
the  most  veteran  player  on  the 
Blues  roster  has  improved  her 
play.  "Sometimes  you  have  to 
play  outside  yourself;  with  the 
younger  players  you  can't  be  as 
selfish  worrying  about  your  own 
game  —  you  have  to  think  more 
of  the  team." 

The  Blues  success  so  far  this 
season,  winning  several 
tournaments  in  the  pre-season 
and  trailing  just  Laurentian  in 
the  OWIAA,  comes  as  no  surprise 
to  Burns. 

"I  think  people  underrated 
our  team.  Probably  because  not 
many  people  had  seen  much  of 
Lynn  Schulze,  Samantha  Reed 
and  Nicki  Berswick,  who  are  now 
getting  a  chance  to  play  and 
proving  themselves." 

On  an  underrated  team, 
Theresa  Burns  has  finally  found 
an  environment  where  her 
talents  have  come  fully  to  the 
fore.

Jock  Maynard  (Hockey  4T0)  volunteered 
and  is  heading  up  a  new  committee  which 
is  planning  a  two  year  program  on  how 
the  T-Holders  can  best  help  to  promote 
Varsity  Intercollegiate  sport.  With  the 
drastic  budget  cuts  the  Department  of 
Athletics  and  Recreation  is  expecting,  his 
work  is  cut  out  for  him  and  the  committee, 
composed  of  Shawn  Laari  (Waterpolo  7T6), 
Ed  Short  (Swimming  and  Diving  7T7),  and 
John  Sharp  (Track  and  Cross  Country  7T5). 
You  will  be  hearing  more  from  Jock  in 
future  publications  on  how  you  can  be  of 
help. 

Jolyon  Thomson  (Badminton  8T4), 
assisted  by  Marsh  Hames  (Football  5T2), 
is  looking  into  ways  and  means  of  involving 
undergrad  T-Holders  in  our  efforts. 

Rich  Howson  (Hockey  5T1),  with  the 
members  of  the  budget  committee,  John 
Sharp,  and  Alan  Brereton,  have  struck  a 
budget  for  the  current  year  and  are 
completing  one  for  the  following  year. 
They  tell  me  they  are  hoping  for  a 
substantial  increase  in  donations  if  we  are 
to  achieve  our  goals. 

As  you  can  see,  members  of  the 
Executive  are  very  active  and  are  looking 
for  your  support  and  help.  If  you  have 
any  suggestions  or  advice  for  us,  it  would 
be  most  appreciated.

T-Holder  Profile  —  Derek  Wuiff 


Gymnast  turns  to  board  sailing 


Varsity  Bronze  T-Holder  Derek  Wuiff 
discovered  the  sport  that  would  carry  him 
to  prominence  late  in  his  athletic  career 
—  he  learned  boardsailing  (some  call  it 
windsurfing)  only  in  the  fall  of  197S. 

In  highschool  and  college,  Derek  had 
been  a  jack  of  all  sports.  At  Humberside 
Collegiate  he  was  city  champion  in  rings 
and  gymnastics,  two-time  city  rowing 
champ,  and  city  polevaulting  champion 
for  five  years.  When  he  entered  the  U  of 
T's  Phys.  Ed.  program  in  1975  he 
concentrated  on  gymnastics,  with  rowing 
and  sailing  on  the  side.  One  taste  of 
boardsailing  with  his  friend  Peter  .Turyro 
on  Toronto  Harbour,  though,  and  he  was 
launched  on  the  sport  that  would  quickly 
become  his  passion. 

With  his  gymnastics  background, 
freestyle  windsurfing  —  gymnastic  tricks 
performed  on  a  sailboard  —  became 
Derek's  forte.  He  has  won  the  Canadian 
championship  every  year  since  1988, 
except  1985  when  he  was  colour 
commentator  for  CTV's  Wide  World  of 
Sports.  He  has  also  won  numerous  North 
American  championships,  and  one  world 
championship,  in  1983. 

Success  of  that  order  makes  Derek 
something  of  an  expert  in  his  field.  In 
1983,  he  co-authored  Basic  Boards&iling 
Skills,  the  instructional  manual  used  by 
the  Canadian  Yachting  Association  and  in 
1985  completed  another  book;  Racing 
Rules  Explained  for  Boardsailors,  again 
for  the  CYA. 


Derek  Wuiff 

Derek  is  working  on  third  book,  The 
BoardsaHor's  Guide  to  the  Caribbean, 
which  as  the  title  indicates  is  a  guidebook 
for  boardsailors  interested  in  boardsailing 
vacations  in  the  Caribbean.  He  also  runs 
a  sports  consulting  firm,  specializing  in 
watersports. 

Still  competing  in  boardsailing,  Derek 
does  his  winter  training  at.  the  University, 
and  when  around,  roots  for  the  Varsity 
Gymnastics  team.  (He  mentioned  that 
this  year's  Gymnastics  team,  led  by 
freshman  Mike  Inglis,  looks  like  it  could 
very  well  dethrone  York  and  win  the 
CIAU  championships.  If  you  get  a  chance 
to  see  the  team,  don’t  miss  it!)

U  of  T  Athletics  Hall  of  Fame 

★ Nominations  are  now  open * 


The  proposal  for  a  University  of 
Toronto  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  has  been 
conceived  as  a  part  of  an  ongoing  effort 
to  preserve  and  display  the  records  relating 
to  the  outstanding  historical  tradition  and 
honours  of  athletes  involved  with  the 
University.  These  projects  and  the 
proposed  Hall  of  Fame  are  carried  cut 
under  the  authority  of  the  Department  of 
Athletics  and  Recreation  but  with  the 
assistance  and  financial  support  of  the 
Men's  and  Women's  T-Holders' 
Associations. 

A.  CATEGORIES  FOR 

HALL  OF  FAME  MEMBERS 

1.  Athletes  —  must  have  represented  the 
U  of  T  as  a  student-athlete  and  competed 
with  distinction  at  the  highest  level  of 
intercollegiate  competition  available  at 
the  time.  Achievements  in  ncn- 
intercollegiate  competition  and/or  other 
contributions  to  the  U  of  T  athletics 
program  would  be  considered  as  auxiliary 
factors. 

In  addition  to  outstanding  individual 
athletes,  outstanding  teams  would  be 
eligible  for  admission  as  a  team  (ie  Grey 
Cup  winners  or  1928  Varsity  Grads). 

2.  Builders  —  must  have  made  a 
significant  contribution  to  the  U  of  T 
athletics  program  in  a  role  other  than  that 
of  a  student-athlete. 

B.  SELECTION  CRITERIA 

1.  Student  Athletes  —  must  have 
represented  the  U  of  T  in  some  manner 
while  a  student.  The  major  factor  is  the 


athlete's  contribution  to  the  Varsity 
program;  achievements  in  other  athletics 
areas  (ie  provincial,  national  and 
international  competition)  will  also  be 
considered.  Normally,  a  minimum  of  10 
years  absence  from  the  Varsity  program 
will  be  required  prior  to  consideration. 
Students  must  have  demonstrated 
academic  success. 

The  same  criteria  apply  to  teams. 

2.  Builders:  must  have  been  a  member 
of  the  U  of  T  athletics  staff,  and/or  U  of 
T  faculty  or  administrative  staff,  and/or 
friend  and  supporter  of  U  of  T  athletics 
for  a  period  of  at  least  5  years.  Normally, 
nominees  will  not  be  considered  for 
selection  until  10  years  after  the  initial 
appointment  or  commencement  of  service 
to  the  U  of  T  program;  contribution  to 
the  Varsity  program  is  the  major  factor 
1  but  contributions  to  other  athletics 
programs  may  also  be  considered. 

C.  SELECTION  METHOD 

1.  Nominating  group  —  anyone  with  an 
interest  in  Varsity  athletics,  ie.  T-Holders, 
staff,  athletes,  media,  the  general  public. 

2.  Research  Responsibility  —  nominators 
are  encouraged  to  supply  as  much 
supportive  detail  as  possible  with  each 
nomination.  The  Department  will  assume 
responsibility  for  researching  each 
nomination  and  validating  the  factual  bases 
of  the  participation  and  contribution  to 
the  program. 

3.  Hall  of  Fame  Committee  —  eight 

voting  members,  as  follows:  one 


representative  of  the  Men's  T-Holders;  one 
representative  of  the  Women's  T-Holders; 
one  male  Department  staff;  one  female 
Department  staff;  one  member  of  the 
Department  Council;  one  member  of  the 
media;  one  representative  cf  the  U  of  T 
Alumni  Association;  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Athletics  and  Recreation. 
An  ex-officio  secretary  will  be  appointed 
by  the  Director. 

HALL  OF  FAME-DISPLAY  LOGISTICS 

For  the  first  year  of  induction,  the 
individual/team  picture  including 
descriptive  inscription,  would  be  displayed 
in  plexiglass  panels  on  the  upper  level  of 
the  main  foyer  in  the  Athletic  Centre 
(overlooking  the  pool).  Thereafter,  the 
picture  would  be  moved  to  a  final  central 
display  area.
